To Test Wireless TelegrHphy. 

New York, Oct. 20.— The navy de- 
partment proposes 'to utilize the New 
York and Massachusetts in exbaustlv'^ 
teats of Marconi's wireless telegraph) 
as adapted to naval uses. Orders have 
been sent to tbe New York nxvy yard 
to furnish long wooden spars for tht 
experimec>ts to tlie two vessels at th* 
anchorage in the North river and it if 
the expectation that the apparatus will 
be installed next week. According t: 
this stlpulaiioa made by Marconi 
wooden spars will extend the signs 
masts of each chip to a hE'lght of 15C 
feet atoove the water.

ELBCnON LAW PBNALTIBS» 

Those who are ranting 10 much against 
the preaent election law peraiat in claim- 
log that it providea no penaltiea for those 
who violate its provisiona. Judge A. I*. 
Humphrey, of Louisville, in his review 
of the law, however, ahowa that such a 
claim is utterly withoat foundation. 
Here is what lie says: 

The penalties for violation of the elec- 
tion law are very severe. A voter ia pun- 
iahable if he makes a false oath uf dis- 
ability; or if he attempts lo leave the 
p tiling room with t liullot in his po^ses- 
aion; or if he atteinpia to have himaelf 
illegally registered or raffiatered io two 
placea; or if he votee when he ia not 

Sialifled to vote; or if he votes more 
aa once; or if be even offera to vote in 
any precinct ezcffpt the one in which he 
reaidea. 

Ojffkm o/dedion are puniihabU for dec- 
Honeenng on deetion day or Jar diklodng to 
any person the name of any candidate for 

vtnom any elector hu« voted; or for nuUnng 
faJee retumt, or for refaiting to give eertiftcatet 
of retumt; or for aUering, tuppretrinp or de- 
droying the poll-book or return or oertifieate of 

an ', hit ion. Tliere is no interference in the 
ri'jlit of tlie l itter ; no interference in the right 
of the I'hiilhngir uikI tlie iiupeclor ; no at- 
tt nijit tit fah*if!i thi reitnlt of the election by the 
oiliii III- (uii/ iilhrr pt'rsun that it not </<•- 
V'lHHVid (i.s iiu and jninished by heaiy 

tint ; mid, in tjravi r co^it, Ity ronfinetnent in 
thf pi niii iitiai i/. No policeman can shield 
himself behind an election officer. lie 
has no authority except to keep the 
jieace, and when tie noes beyond this and 
interferes in ttie conduct of the election 
or tlie count he violates the law and is 
punishiihle tlierefor just as any private 
indivi hiiil.

The ground of refuaal 
npon the part of tbe city waa that tbe 
membera of tbe Board of Education had 
been elected by secret ballot when the 
atatutea provide that tbe election aball 
be by viva voce vote, and that their elec- 
tion was illeKiil. The Appellate Court 
bolda that where there haa been a fair 
and free elertton. without conteat, even 
though it be by meana oi^Meret ballot, 
irregularity doea not invalidate it.
